Ask the man with an ordinary in- 
come; ask those who enjoy far above 
the average wage; ask thosa who 
move into our city from neighboring 
or distant cities; their answer is em- 
phatically yes, and a luxury that can 
only be enjoyed by the wel'i-to-do.

Grand Rapids, located as it is, has 


every opportunity to enjoy the bene- 
fits of cheap ice. We have the Wis- 
consin river flowing through the very 
heart of our city, have plenty of cold 
weather during the winter months to 
form good ice; and the hauls made 
with the ice in Grand Rapids are not 
unreasonably long, they not being 
out of proportion with those made in 
other cities. 
In spite of all those 


advantages Grand Rapids people arc 
paying more for their ice than any 
other city in this part of the state. 
Not only more but double and even 
triple what is paid in our neighbor- 
ing cities. 
The following list 
of 


prices gives an idea of what residents 
of Wisconsin river towns in this state 
are paying and 
illustrates 
quite 


clearly that our price is a little steep:

Where the residences are fur- 


nished at a flat rate per month, such 
as is the case at Stevens Point, the 
ice boxes are kept full, meaning that 
they consume at least 35 pounds a 
day. At this rate, which is not high, 
the residences are furnished at a 
late of about 8 cents per 100, which 
is a very reasonable rate. From the 
other figures it will be seen that we 
are paying double what the highest 
rate is in any other city named, and 
we have about identically the same 
conditions to contend with here as 
ore found in the above cities, with 
the exception of Marshfield, 
who 


have to hau'l ice a couple of miles 
from a mill pond. 


We do not expect anyone to con- 


duct a business without a. fair and 
reasonable profit, but at the same 
time do not care to pay an exorbitant 
price for a commodity that is as im- 
portant to the public as ice is during 
the hot weather. It would seem that 
the local dealer could a tleast meet 
the highest price paid in other cities, 
thus cutting the present bill in two. 
This would mean that a great num- 
ber in the city could enjoy good 


holesome sweet mi'ik, the commod- 
y that our state justly boasts of, in- 
tead of struggling along with a con- 
ensed product through the want of

Grand Rapids is too large a city to 


utter these privations very long and

This Is 
ecoming a matter of no 'little inipor- 
ance and it is probable that the

Jackson of Depere, regarding their 
co-operative delivery system over 
there, which no doubt will be inter- 
esting to local merchants. 


Mr. Jackson states that the system 


is not a new one by any means, hav- 
ing been tried out thoroughly in 
many cities about the country and 
proved to be a practical move. Stops 
that were formerly considered to 
cost stores from G to 3 0 cents have 
been reduced in most cases to from 
3 to 5 cents. 
A stop is counted no 


matter if they deliver only an ounce 
of pepper, it costing the merchant 
no more to do this than to deliver a 
whole box of goods. The system has 
saved Depere merchants in the neigh- 


orhood of $16,000 in overhead ex- 
ense the past year and means that 
ey can now sell at a closer margin, 
ms benefiting both the merchant 
id purchaser. Drivers accept no or- 
ers and have 110 chance to favor

Republic and the New York Herald 
printed on paper made from woods 
other than spruce, wtich were tested 
by the forest service Und found suit- 
able for news stock, are also shown 
in the exhibit to illustrate the possi- 
bility of utilizing snch species as jack 
pine, hemlock, tamarack, and balsam 
for the manufacture of grouudwood 
pulp.

night, closing and locking the store

TREATMENT OF BALKY HORSE 


Animal Is Not to Be Cured by Either 


Beating or Abuse—Only Practi- 


cal Method. 


In an article in Our Dumb Animals, 


Alfred H. Pope says that the balky 
horse has the most sense and the^on- 
fa'rmed runaway horse the least sense 
of any horse. The balky horse is not 
to be cured by beating and abuse. It 
appears from his article that he makes 
a business of buying balky horses, 
breaking them of the habit, and selling 


them again, 
It is to be presumed, 


therefore, that he knows whereof he 
speaks. He makes no mention of such 
methods as that of building a fire un- 
der a horse, as he condemns any kind 
of abuse. 
When a horse makes up 


his mind to balk, he has no room In 
his mind for anything else. Whipping 
only increases his stubbornness, but 
there Is a method which goes to the 
cause of the trouble. 
With a single 


idea in his head, It was reasoned that 
the best way to get the horse to move 
was to give him another idea—soiae- 


thing else to think about. The trainer 
then remembered that horses and 
mules resent interference with their 
liberty to move their ears at will. It 
was noticed that a horse never changes 
his course of action without moving 
his ears. It was then found that when 
a horse balked it annojred him to have 
one ear pushed under the crown of the 
bridle so that he could not move It. 
And It was also found that if the 
ear was left there for about 20 min- 
utes he was so annoyed that he forgot 
about bis determination to balk.

gracious gesture every greeting tram 
one who might pass his window, and 
lo rise in his place and formally salute 
whenever a body of troops, however 
small, passed by. The crown prince, 
who was, after nearly a decade, to 
come to the throne for a few short 
weeks as Emperor Friedrlch III, was 
the very ideal of manly dignity and 
beauty, and seemed to incarnate in his 
own person the attributes and tradi- 
tions of royalty. His eldest son, now 
and for more than a quarter of a cen- 
tury past the German emperor, was 
an officer of the garrison. 
He was 


frequently seen driving or riding about 
the city, and came into familiar con- 
verse with a considerable group of 
young men, among whom occasionally 
an American student was included. 
The daily sight of royalty and of the 
imperial trappings and ceremonies 
gave to the institution a reality that 
it had never betore had in the Amer- 
ican's mind.

Other more elaborate systems with 
bathroom outfits have been designed 
for those who want greater comforts.

speaks. IIo makes no mention of such 
methods as that of building a fire un- 
der it horse, as he condemns any kind 
of abuse.

Whipping 
only Increases his stubbornness, but 
there is n method which goes to the 
cause of the trouble.

dleton, she jumped boldly into the water, cutting 
her feet, ankles and legs severely.

Although suffering from a 
number of extremely painful cuts she bravely fin- 
ished the scene.

was not down on the program, laid her up for near- 
ly a week.

The first question everybody asks 


you when they find that you have 
made a trip acioss the continent is: 
How did you flnd the roads? 
After 
i person has made the trip across the 
continent, this seems like a foolish 
Question, for theio is every kind of 
road imaginable in such a trip, and 
it would be hard to give any idea 
how bad some of them are, while 
others are so nice for miles 
and 


miles, that it is a wonder how they 
got there, with the people so far in 
the country through which you pass. 
Howe\er, taken altogether, the roads 
•u-e pietty good, and after it is all 
over one is inclined to praise them 
rather than to find any fault. 


After arriving at our destination 


we all agreed that the most remark- 
able sight we saw along the way was 
the wheat fields in the Palous coun- 
iiy. Here the land is one succession 
oi hi'ils that are as round on top as 
a 
billiard ball, only considerably 


larger, of course. They farm every 
bit of the land that is possible to get 
onto, and the hills stretch away for 
miles and miles, with nothing in 
light but wheat. They tell us that 
they raise a crop every two years, 
p'lowing it one year and planting it 
me next. They say that the yield is 
about 
CO bushels to the acre, and 


that it has been farmed for forty 
yeais, and that the yield is better 
now than it was at first. However, 
some people told us that they were 
not making any money out of it. 


They do their harrowing with a 


team of 16 mules hitched to a har- 
row, and the driver rides behind the 
drag on a horse. 
The ground is 


rather dry and a cloud of dust fol- 
lows the team and drag so that at 
limes there is nothing visible from 
the road except the dust. 
From the 


top of one of the hills the country 
is visible for miles and miles, and 
the hills that have been harrowed 
tire apparently just as smooth as vel- 
vet. 
' 


Western Washington, where we 


are now located, is more like Wis- 
consin than any of the country we 
have been in, on'jy the 
timber is 


larger and the hills much higher 
many of the mountains being cov 
ered with snow, and they are visibl 
in nearly every direction. Some lum 
berlng is being done, and in many 
places there are small shingle mill 
where they are cutting cedar shin 
gles. The logging is not done with 
aorses like it is in Wisconsin, thi 
mi'il being located in the heart of thi 
timber, and the logs, after being cu 
into 24 foot lengths, are snaked up 
to the mill with a donkey engine. A 
wire cable is rigged so that it reaches 
out into the woods for a quarter of 
a mile or more, and the logs are 
snaked right up onto the slide of the 
mill, no horses being used at all. 


Some of the trees are from five 


to ten feet in diameter, and the shin- 
gles are often 18 inches wide, but 
are split in two before they are 
packed into bunches. 
In fact It Is 


possible to make the shingles just as 
vide as wanted, the width being lim- 
ited only by the size of the saw that 
is used to cut them with. 
These 


saws arc generally about 42 inches 
in diameier. Most of the timber here 
is soft wood, being cedar, fir, alder, 
some pine and hemlock. 
In some 


sections there are also large spruce 
trees, but where the fire has ever 
run through these latter have been 
killed out. 


Water 
power is plentiful here, 


there being one development on the 
E'iwha river where they have a 90 
foot head, and although the power 
is conveyed for many miles they are 
not able to sell anywhere near all 
that is possible to develop. It would 
be possible to put in a power plant 
every mile on this river, as there is 
a great deal of fall, and the river bed 
is so steep that it is one sucession of 
rapids, and the banks on each side 
are all the way from a hundred to 


, five hundred feet high, and in many 
places the banks are solid rock run- 
ning straight up and down. 


We made one trip to the beach, 


where we spent the day alnd cooked 
dinner of clams and muscles, which 
were very good after we had become 
initiated, but a trifle out of our line 
at first. The beach is teeming with 
alnimal life, and at low tide the sight 
is much more wonderful than it is 
possible to describe to a person who 
has never seen it. Every man, wom- 
an and child in this country is a 
booster, and it is impossible to find 
anybody who does not think it is the 
greatest country on earth, and that if 
you stayed here a year you would 
like it.

Gen. 
Lorraine T. Richardson, com- 


mander of the Wisconsin brigade, 
when asked about the story that Mex- 
icans shot at Wisconsin guardsmen 
said: 


"That story is an absolute falsehood, 


as were other stories published in the 
daily newspapers. One of them had a 
m,in in the Third regiment being stab- 
bed by a Mexican. There was no truth 
to that story either, for I investigated. 
One paper bad a story that two men 
-*rre in the hospital in a serious con- 
dition as the result o£ the heat. Upon 
investigation 1 learned that at the time 
the paper had them in the hospital 
the men were on active duty. And 
the truth of the matter is that they 
were never in the hospital. 


"The stries printed about men fail- 


ing out of ranks from heat exhaustion 
•were falseheoods, too. In some cases 
men had to stop drilling and rest be- 
cause the effect of the typhoid inocu- 
lation combined with the heat were a 
little too much for them. But none 
of these cases were at all serious. Tbe 
men were all right in a short time an<l 
back to their duties."

Board of Commerce Sends Formal Ap-

Capital to Be $750,000. 


Madison—Madison has made formal 


application to Treasurer William G. 
McAdoo for one of the federal farm 
loan banks. The federal farm loan act 
calls for the division of the United 
States into twelve districts with one 
bank in each district. 
The capital 


stock of each bank is to be $750,000. 
From information received here it is 
quite probable that one district will 
be composed of Wisconsin, eastern 
Minnesota and northern Illinois. The 
Madison Board of Commerce, in a let- 
ter to Secretary McAdoo, claims Mad- 
ison would be centrally located to iur- 
nish all of these states. Probably La 
Crosse will also make application for 
a bank. 


Tbe control of these banks will be 


vested in a board of five members to 
be appointed by the president, includ- 
ing the secretaiy of the treasury. This 
board will locate the district banks, 
and will have the authority over rates 
of interst as well as over the general 
policies of the banks. The bill creat- 
ing these banks has just been signed 
by President Wilson.

Adds $12,000,000 to Increase Soldiers' 


Remuneration by 20 Per 


Cent 


Washington, July 28.—More than $12,- 


000,000 was added to tho appropriation 
for the pay of officers and men in the 
United States army and National 
Guard as -the result of the adoption of 
an amendment to give every one serv- 
ing along the Mexican border "foreign 
pay." 
Under the existing law, soldiers in 


the United States army receive 20 
per cent additional pay while serving 
on foreign soil, and the commissioned 
officers receive 10 per cent additional 
for such service. 


The amendment introduced by Sena- 


tor James A. Reed of Missouri, nnd 
adopted by the senate without a roll 
call, gives all officers and men In the 
United States army as well as the Na- 
tional Guard foreign pay regardless of 
whether they are serving on the north 
or south side of tho international bor- 
der. 


As originally drawn the Illinois 


guardsmen and all others in state 
camps would have benefited equally 
with those along the border, but the 
amendment was changed In such 
•way as to apply only to those doing 
border duty. 


That the war department believes 


with Geiierai O'Ryan of the New York 
National Guard that the militiamen 
will eat their Christmas turkey on the 
border this year instead of at their 
homes, was admitted by high officials 
and the senate adopted an amendment 
to allow the militiamen to vote while 
in their camps away from home.

22 PERISH IN TUNNEL 


DISASTER 
RESULTS 
IN 
HEAVY 


LOSS OF HUMAN LIFE. 


Intrepid 
Band, Eager to Save Their 


Comrades, Are Themselves Vic- 


tims of Disaster. 


Cleveland, 0., July 27.—At least 


twenty men are known to be dead and 
a dozen injured as u result of an ex- 
plosion of gas in a water works tunnel 
under construction between a pumping 
station on Hind and uu intake crib 
five miles out in Lake Eric. 


The men were working 50 feet be- 


low the bottom of the lake, which 
is 70 feet deep at that point, placing 
them 120 feet below the surface. They 
wars 1,700 feet shoreward from tho 
crib. The explosion came as the tun- 
nel workers broke through u gas vein 
with their picks and shovels and the 
fumes ignited from electric sparks. 


At eight o'clock 11 men descended 


the shaft. Au hour later workmen on 
the surface detected gas nnd attempt- 
ed to signal the men in the tube. Re- 
ceiving no response they sent rocket 
signals into the sir to attract life- 
savers on shore, there being no other 
means of communication. It was al- 
most midnight before aid reached the 
scene nnd then a rescue party was 
quickly formed which made the de- 
scent. 
Of this party of 11 rescuers 


seven succumbed to the fumes, the 
original 11 having perished. 


Alter the first rescue party had met 


the same fate as the 11 workmen, no 
more men would volunteer to aid in 
the rescue work until helmets could 
be procured. There was considerable 
delay in getting helmets and not until 
after daylight was the rescue work 
taken up by men properly equipped.

ASIA MINOR HARD TO BOUND 


Geographical Names There Have Fre- 


quently Only the Vaguest Meanings 


for the Student or the Traveler. 


"Asia Minor" is a geographical term 


of vague extension. It would puzzle 
anyone to say exactly where it leaves 
off.

Even 
in die army, where comfort is always 
sacrificed to trim appearance, the com- 
mand, "Stand at ease," which allows 
the soldiers to throw one leg back and 
prop themselves upon it, shows how 
impossible a perfectly upright position 
is to maintain for any length of time. 


As any anatomist will tell us, we are 


still built very much like the monkeys. 
Standing perfectly upright can only 
be done by a very complicated cross 
strain, one set of muscles pushing for- 
ward, another holding back. With ev- 
ery movement we make a new adjust- 
ment of tbese muscles takes place. 


The trouble is all with our hip 


bones. 
Therefore, 
to 
rest 
these 


muscles we place one of them at rest 
by throwing one leg to one side, al- 
lowing the other to do the work. When 
one leg has rested sufficiently, it takes 
up the strain and the. other takes a 
spell. Nor does It matter how much 
we strengthen our leg muscles by 
walking or other exercises, the. per- 
fectly upright position Is still a hard 
one to keep.

Geographical Names There Have Fre- 


quently Only the Vaguest Meanings 


for the Student or the Traveler. 


"Asia Minor" is a geographical term 


of vague extension.

century, A. D., when Orosius used it, 
evidently as a novelty. The Roman 
empire knew no Asia minor; Indeed, 
the Itoruan province of "Asia" was 
actually smaller than this Lesser Asia. 
The alternative name Anatolia (land 
of the sunrise or East), which has 
found favor with the Turks, Is equally 
indeterminate. 


"The 
Levant," which means the 


same thing as "Anatolia"—region of 
the rising sun—Is even vaguer in its 
geographical scope. 
It includes Con- 


stantinople and everything anywhere 
near the eastern .Mediterranean. 


Few geographical names have In- 


curred more unfavorable association. 
"Levantine" morals, particularly 
ID 


the matter of honesty, are a byword, 
as might be expected from such a 
jumble of people. Our words "levan- 
ter" and "to levant." on the other hand, 
testify to the fact that dishonesty is 
not unknown even in the West. They 
originate from the disappearance of 
men who could not pay their gambling 
or other debts, nnd were reported to 
have gone to the East.—American Car- 
pet und Upholstery Journal.

•which has been raging in New York, 
is another of the diseases of child- 
hood which authorities in contagious 
diseases state 
secure 
their entry 


through nose and throat and are 
passed on to new victims by the mu- 
cous discharges of patients suffering 
from them. The list is a long one, 
including nearly 
every contagious 


disease 
of 
childhood. 
Measbs, 


mumps, 
scarlet 
fever, 
whooping 


cough, sore throat, tonsllitis, pneu- 
monia, grippe and common colds are 
doubt'.ess spread in this manner. 


In the warnings concsrning infan- 


tile 
paralysis 
great 
emphasis is 


placed in viewing every child -who 
shows 
symptoms of a 
"common 


cold," during an epidemic, with sus- 
picion. This is especially important, 
as It is now believed that many in- 
fections with the germs of infantle 
paralysis never go to paralysis, and 
that a child, supposedly with noth- 
ing hut a common cold, may infect 
another child who may die or become 
hopelessly crippled from this terrible 
disease. 


I wish that I might persuade every 


parent and teacher to respct the 
possible danger that lies in "running 
noses" of childhood. As yet Wis- 
consin has escaped an epidemic of 
infantile paralysis this year, but it 
may come. The other diseases, how- 
ever, we have in great numbers each 
year. 
Our need of preventing them 


is still greater than preventing in- 
fantile paralysis, In spite of publicity 
the latter disease is now receiving. 


Every child with a "common cold" 


who shows any feverlshness, who 
acts listless, whose appetite is poor. 
Is a suspicions character and should 
be excluded from contact with oth- 
ers. 
He should be put to bed, for his 


own sake and for the sake of other 
children, until his temperature ts 
normal. And yet, one of the most 
intelligent school teachers I know, 
spurred -with the desire of good at- 
tendance records and high scholar- 
ship, urged her children not to stay 
out of school for "common colds." 
Until she and her kind, and parents, 
generally, come to have a better ap- 
preciation of the relatively greater 
value of life and health, -we shall 
continue to slaughter and cripple our 
children by contagious diseases—in- 
fantile paralysis among the others.
